2. Citations and explanations: 

Since the subject matters of claims 1-7 are described in document 1 (.TP, 2003-313495, A) 
cited hi the ISR. claims 1-7 do not appear to be novel. The claims in document 1 describe a cationic 
electro coating composition made by combining a blocked isocyanale with an acrylic resin obtained 
by copolymerizbg a radical monomer mixture containing a polylacttone modified hydroxy! group. 
And paragraphs 35 and 36 (Table 2) each describes that the said acrylic resin has redundant hydroxyl 
values and acid numbers. 

Similarly, claims 1-7 do not appear to be novel in view of the descriptions in each of the 
following: document cited in the ISR: document 2 (JP, 2002-317123, A), paragraphs 15, 68 and 160; 
document 3 (JP, 9-169950, A), paragraphs 53 and 54, A - 2 of Table 2; document 4 (JP, 7-207223, 
A), paragraph 36, A3 of Table 2; and document 5 (JP, 6-220397, A), paragraph 28, example 3 of 
Table 1, comparable examples 2, 4 and 5 of paragraph 30 of Table 3, paragraph 38, Table 4-C, 
paragraph 39, P of Table 5, and paragraph 40, R, T and U of Table 6.
